GRIP ABROAD INTHE EAST. 


PEOPLE SUFFERING FROM WIDE- 
SPREAD ATTACK OF DISEASE. 


Contagious Nature of Ailment Practi- 
cally Admitted by Authorities— 
Business Houses, Police Force, Fire 
Department, and Street Car Lines 
in New York Affected—Many Promi- 
hent Persons Ill—Many Cities Along 
the Atlantic Coast Visited.

New York, Dec. 20.—[Special.]—The epi- 
demic of grip assumed even greater pro- 
portions today. The downfall of rain, fol- 
lowed by humid weather, created atmos- 
pReric conditions which physicians fear will 
develop many incipient cases and retard 
recovery in others. 

The death rate shows a tremendous in- 
crease for the last three days, and increases 
in deaths due to the grip, pneumonia, and 
bronchitis. 

President of the Health Board Murphy, 
who is not a physician, issued a statement 
declaring it has not been definitely estab- 
lished that grip is contagious or infectious. 


think the dirt in the streets has anything to 
do with the present epidemic, but other phy- 


‘sicians do not all agree with him. Dr. E. 


S. Janeway, dean of the New York Univer- 
sity College, said: ‘‘ Certainly dirt in the 
streets means dirt in the houses, and that 
means the spread of disease. The prevalence 
of snow causes a good many colds. These 
weaken the system and leave it susceptible 
to the influenza bacilli. 

‘*I believe the disease can be spread from 
pétson to person.” 

Dr. Daniel B. St. John Roose, President ‘of 
the Post Graduate Hospital, said: | 

“I belleve that persons suffering from 
grip should be isolated as much as possible. 
There is no doubt that the disease is con- 
tagious. Cleanliness is the preventive." 

Dr. Abraham Jacobi said: ‘* When the 
streets are in a filthy condition the people 
are weakened by it and they become sus- 
ceptible to the disease, which is now an 
epidemic in New York. I do not favor a 
quarantine, There are too many casés to 
make a quarantine possible.” 

Claims to Have a Cure. 

Raoul Pictet, the Swiss scientist, who ar- 
rived in this city last Sunday, claims to have 
a sure cure for “ grip.”’ 

M. Pictet won a worldwide reputation sev- 
eral years ago by his successful experiments 
in liquefying oxygen, hydrogen, and ozone. 

The scientist now claims to have invented 
a machine which will cure by freezing any 


disease which has its origin in a germ. 


“There are three of my machines in 
Europe at present,’’ said Dr. Pictet today, 
“and the experiments with them by the lead- 
ing physicians have so far proved highly suc- 
cessful. More than 250 patients have been 
cured of all diseases where the germ had to

with a hundred-pound weight at the end. 
When steering becomes necessary the bal- 


loon descends until the rope trails on t 


he 


ground and by attaching the upper end to 
one side or other of a ring above the car the 
sail is brought round to catch the wind. 
In this manner a course four or five points 
from the direction of the wind can be sailed. 


Similar to Andree’s Plan. 


Although the general purpose of the trip 
was to add to the knowledge concerning 
dirigible balloons, special interest attaches 
to it, owing to the light it may throw upon 
the fate of Andree, whose balloon in which

Judge Goodwin, a Salt Lake Editor, 
Says Utah Congressman-Elect Was 
Imprisoned for Offense and Never 
Pardoned and Can Be Ousted. 


Salt Lake, Utah, Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
Judge Goodwin, editor of the Salt Lake Trib- 
une, today made the following statement as 
his opinion of the eligibility of Brigham H. 
Roberts to a seat in Congress. 

‘“*“Mr. Roberts was regularly nominated 

and fairly elected. In the ordinary under- 
standing of a contest I think none can be 
made to dispossess him of his seat. Theonly 
way must be, if at all, through expulsion on 
the ground that he is not a citizen and is an 
"active polygamist. Congress, if I remem- 
ber correctly, passed a law making the liv- 
ing with two or more women at the same 
time as wives an offense punishable by fine 
and imprisonment in the penitentiary under 
Utah law. | 

'“ Roberts was fined, imprisoned, and dis- 
franchised. He has never since ceased to 
live in the same relation with his plural 
wives. He has never been pardoned. 
 “ My judgment as to the effect of permit- 
ting Roberts to retain his seat is that it will 
be to practically restore old conditions, ex- 
cept as to promiscuous plural marriages.”

Retribution, swift and sure, trod on the 
heels of the members of the Cicero Town 
board when the citizens of Oak Park and 
Berwyn learned of the way in which that 
body had foisted an eight-cent fare upon 
them for the next twenty years and had 
given away their streets to the trolley car 
companies for the next halfcentury. Within 
five hours after the ghostlight session of the 
Town board had adjourned, the people of 
Oak Park, Grant, and Berwyn had turned out 
en masse to the polls, and before night, as 
stated in the foregoing, had voted themselves 


board, and into the right to organize them- 
selves into separate town governments. 
But that was only a small part of the 
troubles of the Cicero Town board. Be- 
sides being shorn of the bulk of its territory | 
by the special election, the Cook County 
grand jury, through Grand Juror P. W. 
Dunne of Riverside, a brother of Judge 
Dunne, learned of the apparently surrep- 
titious way in which the street car ordinances 
were rushed through but a few hours in ad- 
vance of the election, and subpcenas were 
issued against each member of the Cicero 
board, commanding them to appear before. 
the jury today and explain in what way the 
franchise ordinances were rushed through. 


Cash to Fight Ordinances. 


While all these troubles were piling up the 
indignant citizens of Oak Park, who have 
led the fight for separation from the Cicero 
Town government, were promising contribus 
tions of cash to bring the four street rail- 
way ordinances into court and have their 
validity tested, confident, they declared, that 
no court would sustain the apparent injus- 
tice that had been inflicted upon them in 
giving away their streets without their 
knowledge, and, they declared, when they 
had been purposely thrown off their guard. . 

The campaign funds that have been used 
to carry on the separation issue were by 
common consent voted to fight the street 
railway ordinances, and contributions of 
cash were promised which make it certain

bdard, one of the Oak Park members, the

Decline in West Chicago. 

West Chicago stock dropped six points 
during the day on the announcement of the 
defeat of the Yerkes ordinance. The stock 
closed at 924%4—thirteen points lower than on 
Dec. 12, the day the ordinance was intro- 
duced. North Chicago and City Railway 
wére not quoted during the day.

Evacuation of Cuba Is Almost Com- 
pleted and Americans Are Guard- 
ing the Island.

Havana, Dec. 20.—Gaptain General Caste}- 
lanos informed Brigadier Genera! Clous tc- 
day that the evacuation of Havana would be 
complete on oy before Jan. 1 next. Fourteen 
transports are due to arrive from Spain dur- 
ing the next ten days. There are 16,000 
Spanish troops still in Havana and its en- 
virons, but the last few thousand will em- 
bark simultaneously. 

This information was particularly agree- 
able to the Americans, because all Spanish 
troops who remain here after Jan. 1 will have 
to be protected. 

Commodore B. J. Cromwell reported to the 
United States Evacuation commission today 
that he wou!d take over the arsenal and 
naval property of Spain in Havana after 
Jan. 1 and be Captain of the port. 

The Spanish immovable property, accord- 
ing to the inventory, is estimated to be worth 
$5,000,000. 

At 5 o'clock this afternoon the orders which 
had been issued to the Eighth and Tenth 
Regular Infantry to occupy the seacoast 
batteries were changed. at the request of 
Captain General Castéllanos, who fears that 
a conflict of authority might occur should 
the Americans occupy any portion of the 
city proper prior to the final evacuation. 
At noon today Major Russell B. Harrison, 
with a detachment of the First North Caroli- 
na Regiment,raised the Star and Strfpes over 
Fort Atares, in full sight of the wreck of 
the United States battleship Maine. Major 
Harrison, as Provost of the Seventh Corps, 
is charged to preserve order in Cerro, Atares, 
and Jesus del Monte. suburbs of Havana. 

Two companies of the Second Illinois Reg- 
iment and two from the First North Carolina 
Regiment are doing guard duty. 

Colonel Moulton and ex-Chief McCullagh 
continue their examinations of candidates 
for the police force. In this matter they are 
assisted by the advice of General Mario Men- 
ocal, the ranking Cuban officer in Havana 
Province. The idea is to have the moral 
assistance of the Cuban chiefs in preservirg 
order.

DEPUTY SHERIFFS 
ENGAGE IN BATTLE 
DESPERADOES. 


Two Killed and One Wounded in a 
Sanguinary Conflict Between Officers 
and Outlaws Who Were Defying Ar- 
rest Near Orange Park, Fla. 


Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 20.—[Special.]— 
Two men lie dead at Orange Park, this State, 
one of them a deputy marshal and the other 
a@ noted desperado, as the result of an en- 
counter, while the brother of the desperado 
is a fugitive and a deputy sheriff is laid up 
from the result of a pistol wound.

Then suddenly he found himself a man of 
leisure. The Bain Wagon company become 
in 1882 a corporation and he its President. 
As Edward Bain, the proprietor. there had 
been never-ending employment for him: as 
Edward Bain, President, he had nothing to 
do but attend an occasional meeting of the 
Board of Directors and draw his dividends.

He rode for one 
hour and forty-five minutes in one direction, 
timing himself, and then returned by the 
same route to the depot to step upon the 
train which bore him back to Kenosha. 

During his street car. ridés Mr. Bain sat 
always on the right side of the car., At the 
half way point he secured his.lunch, a glass 
of some mild beverage and a sandwich.

Two of Chicago's best known and oldest { 


citizens have passed away within the last 
two days. Hugh Templeton, the ofiginator 
of the quick lunch system, died suddenly on 
Monday night. John F. Stafford, the last 
of the stanch triumvirate that saved for 
Chicago its lake front against the efforts of 
a railroad company, died at his residence, 79 
Walton place, yesterday at 8a. m., at the age 
of 78 years. 

The death of Mr. Stafford recalls nothing 
more vividly to the memory of Chicago's 
older citizens than the indignation mass- 
meeting held at the Tremont House in 1869 
to protest against the Legislature’s grant of 
the lake front to the Illinois Central com- 
pany. At this meeting a committee of 
three was appointed to take the necessary 
steps to protect the rights of the citizens: 
J. Young Scammon, Thomas Hoyme, and 
John F. Stafford composed the trio. 

In pursuance of this object an injunction 
was obtained from the United States Court, | 
Judge Drummond presiding, and which was 
sustained. The railroad company carried 
the case up finally to the Supreme Court of 
the United States, and there, twenty-four 
years after its institution, the case was de- 
cided adversely to the company, thus saving 
to the City of Chicago over $100,000,000 worth 
of property. Mr. Stafford was the only one 
of the committee left to see the end of this 
famous suit, 

-Sketch of Mr. Stafford’s Life. | 

John Francis Stafford was born in Dub- 
lin, Ireland, on Aug. 12, 1820. His ancestors 
were prominent Irish patriots and more than 
one of them fell martyrs to the cause of lib- 
erty. After coming with his parents to Port 
Hope, Canada, in 1828, young Stafford’s first 
venture in life was as cabin boy on a small 
schooner on’ Lake Ontario. In 18387 he made 
his first trip to Chicago. Heafterwarde en- 
gaged in freighting om the lakes and at one 
time owned a fleet of ten vessels. He pur- 
chased latér a half interest in the Sands 
brewery. but disposed of his various inter- 
ests in 1869. After the fire of 1871 he was 
prominent among those who took part in the 
work of the Relief and Aid committee. 

He inherited from his father a deep feeling 
and appreciation forart. He organized, pro- 
moted, #°.d fostered various exhibitions in 
the city and brought to Chicago its first ex- 
hibition of American paintings. 

In 1854 he married Elizabeth, daughter of 
Miehener Cadwallader of Buffalo, N. Y., who 
died eight years later, leaving two children, 
Juniata and Minnie. He wasavestrymanin | 
Trinity Episcopal Church. His death was 
due to a general breaking down of the sys- 
tem and was hastened by a fall one week 
ago, from which he never rallied. | 

The funeral takes place today at 1 p. m. ,— 
the residence, 79 Waltonplace.

_ Mr. Templeton’s Death. 

The death of Hugh Templeton, 551°West 
Van Buren street, who claimed the honor 
of having erected the first building in the 
down-town district following the great fire, 
was due to rheumatism of the heart. The 
immediate cause of death is said to have 
been that he walked too fast while on 
his way home from attending a meeting of 
the Board of Trustees of the Jefferson Park 
Presbyterian Church, -of which he was a 
charter member. On reaching home he was 
seized wtih a severe pain in his side. He 
died at 11 o'clock. 

Mr. Templeton was the originator of the 
quick lunch counter service idea. He start- 
ed a bakery in a small way in 1857 ina 
building opposite the present site of the 
Desplaines street station. Eight months

Hugh Templeton was born at Mill- 
port, near Glasgow, Scotland, on Feb. 12, 
1828.

DR. J. HAMILTON ILL. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF ELGIN INSANE 
ASYLUM IN CRITICAL STATE. 
Attendants Fear He May Not Recover— 
Has Been Sick with.Peritonitis for 
Ten Days—Underwent a Surgical 
Operation on Monday—Has Been 
Prominent in His Profession, Su- 
pervising Surgeon General, and Ac- 
tite in Securing Quarantine Laws. 


Elgin, Iil., Dee. 20.—[Special.]—Dr. John 
B. Hamilton, Superintendent of the Elgin 
Asylum for the Insane, is critically ill at his 
residence at the institution, and extreme 
doubt is felt by his attendants of his recov- 
ery. He has been sick with peritonitis for 
ten days. Last Monday afternoon he under- 
went an operation performed by Dr. Nich- 
olas Senn, assisted by Drs. Miller and Her- 
rick, all of Chicago. ‘Since then his condi- 
tion has been most serious. Dr. Senn is con- 
stantly at his bedside. 

John B. Hamilton was born in Jersey 
County, Ill., on Dec. 1, 1847, being the eldest 
of the nine children.of Benjamin B. and 
Mary (Chandler) Hamilton. He was de- 
scended from an ancient Scottish family, 


whose deeds are recorded on numerous 


pages of Scotch history. The original Amer- 
‘ican, ancestor, James Hamilton, with other 
members of the family, was sent in captivily 
to America in 1652. James Hamilton set- 
tled in Worcester, Mass., and his descend- 
ants are now widely -scattered over the 


7 States of the union.

Since ‘the time when the new humor was 
first spread abroad it has belonged by pre- 
sumption:to the American people, and right- 
ly so, in view of the splendid array of names 
which can be cited in supoprt of this propo- 
sition. Yet at the present moment Amer- 
ican huinor ,has fallen upon evil days. In 
books’ it hartily exists at all, the magazines 
avoid it. if possible, and on the stage it is 
mournfully conspiquous by its absence. One 
is almost compelled to blush for the na- 
tional reputation for humor which is up- 
held by men like Broadhurst,'Morton, and 
liarry Smith. 

but Jn Miss Beatrice Herford the lover of 
the comic side of things will find something 
unique, something exquisitely humorous, 
and something which could only be accom- 
plished by an American. That Miss Her- 
ford’s name has not been more widely bruit- 
ed abroad is perhaps due to the environ- 
ment in which she moves as a public enter- 
tainer. But that she: must soon fall heir to 
the recognition which ids hers by right can 
hardly. be doubted. She is the one distinctly 
humorous person at present before the pub- 
lic who hag borrowed nothing from any one 
else, for she is the author as well as reciter

the Lofton’s Prairie Anti-Slavery society, to 
which William Palmer, father of John M. 
Palmer, belonged, and was active in the 
abolition movement. 


Steps in His Ed-cation. 


John B. Hamilton received his early educa- 
tion in the Hamilton School and later ob- 
tained a classical education under the in- 
struction of John Grant, a Latin teacher 
from Edinburg, Scotland. During vacations 
he worked on a farm, in printing offices, and 
at other occupations. 

In 1865 he took up the study of medicine in 
the office of Dr. Joseph O. Hamilton. The 
following year he enlisted as a private in 
Company G, Sixty-first Illinois Infantry, but 
was never mustered in. He was graduated 
from Rush Medical College in 1869 ana en- 
gaged in general practice till 1874, when ne 
was appointed Assistant Surgeon and First 
Lieutenant in the regulararmy. He served 
at Jefferson Barracks and later in the De- 
partment of Columbia, at Fort Colviile, 
Washington, resigning the position in 1576. 

In September of that year he entered the 
United States Marine Hospital service as 
Assistant Surgeon, and was ordered to Bos- 
ton, where; in June, 1877, he was promoted 
to the rank of Surgeon. In April, 1879, he 
Was made '‘superVising Surgeon General, to 
suvccced General John M. Woodworth, de- 
ceasea. General Hamilton immediately be- 
gan the reorganization of the service. He 
caused the first visual examination of pilots 
to be made and the first physical examina- 
tions of seamen as preliminary to shipment. 
During his incumbency of the office he suc- 
ceeded in having the national quarantine 
acts passed, successfully managed the cam- 
paign against two epidemics of yellow fever 


and in 1889 established the famous Camp 


Perry near Jacksonville, Fla. In June, 1491, 
Dr. Hamilton resigned his commission of 
Surgeon General and once more returned to 
the ranks of the service. He introduced the 
system of merit appointments into the 
Marine Hospital service. 


His Public Services. 


Dr. Hamilton served as professor of sur- 
gery at the University of. Georgetown, 
which conferred on him the degree of Doctor 
of Laws, and as surgeon of the Providence 
Hospital in Washington; as professor of 


the principles of surgery at Rush Medical | 


College; as surgeon in the Presbyterian 
Hospital; and professor of .surgery in the 
Chicago Polyclinic. In 1890 he was sent as 
delegate from: this government to the In- 
ternational Medical Congress in Berlin. 
1892 he established Camp Low on Sandy 
Hook to prevent a threatened mceursion of 
cholera into this country. He was aided in 


this. work by another noted Illinois sanita-— 


rian, Dr. John H. Rauch. For several years 
he has been editor of the Journal of the 
American Medical association, and in 1804- 
'95 was President of the American Medical 
Editors’ association. 
He is a Mason and an Oddteltow, and until 
professional cares became too burdensome 
He 
also belongs to the Loyal Legion, the Army 
and Navy club of Washington, the Capital 
Press club of the same city, the Chicago 
club, the Chicago club, the Union 
eague club, and the Marquette club. Since 
1873 he had been a member of the Illinois 
State Medica! society and its permanent Sec- 
retury; he was also a member of the District 
of Columbia Medical society, the Medical 
association of the District. of Columbia, the 
National Association of Military Surgeons, 
and the British Medical association; an hon- 
orary member of the Kentucky and West 
Virginia State Medical societies, the Medico- 
‘Legal society of Chicago, and the Société 
Francaise d’ Hygiene of Paris, France. The 
Cook County Republican convention of Feb- 
ruary, 1896, elected him a delegate to the 
State convention in Springfield in April of 
that year. He is Colonel of the Sons of Vet- 


erans Regiment.

Davis, Oren Sherman, and Edward G. Mason 
have passed away, and to this long list must 
now be added Captain John F. Stafford, 
whose familiar figure will no longer be seen 
in our busy streets. His death was the re- 
sult of a cold contracted during the jubilee 
celebration, adde@ to injuries received by a 
fall, from the effects of which his age and 
impaired physical condition made it impos- 
eible for him to rally. Captain Stafford first 
came to this city In 1834 from Dublin, be.ng 
them im his fifteenth year, but he did not 
make the city his permanent home until 1840. 
In 1860, in connection with Thomas Hoyne 
and J. Young Scammon, he began a crusade 
which he kept up for nearly forty years 
and which gave him the familiar title of 
“The Watchdog of the Lake Front,” and 
never was watchdog more faithful. In sea- 
eon and out of season, in personal effort and 
in public meetings, in the Council, in the 
Legislature, and in Congress he fought with 
undaunted courage and untiring industry. 
for the preservation of the lake front from 
Randolph to Tweifth street from seizure or 
occupation by corporations and for use by 
the people. And it was not until he found 
the fight had been won that he condescend- 
ed to lay down his weapons and agree to 
peace. To him perhaps more than to any 
other person belongs the credit of that vic- 
tory, and also the saving of Dearborn Park 
to the city for the uses of the Public Library. 
Though Captain Stafford was best known to 
Chicago by his connection with that !ong 
fight, those who knew him intimately recog- 
nized behind all this stubbornness and pug- 
nacity a deep, earnest love for the gentler 
things of life, particularly In !iterature and 
art. He had a wide and intimate ac- 
quaintance with the artists of this country, 
and was recognized by them as a connolis- 
seur of authority Im alb mattersartistic. He 
did a great work for art in Chicago, es- 
pecially in its beginnings. In all respects 
he was a useful citigen, who will be greatly 
missed.

How England Has Successfully Man- 
aged Its Colonies and How United 
States May Do Likewise. 


Spain has at last yielded to the demands 
of the United States, and that great tropical 
dominion, the Philippine Archipelago, has, 
in addition to Porto Rico and Hawaii, and 
possibly Cuba, passed into the hands of 
America. What will she do with her new 
empire? Will she so occupy and rule it as to 
increase the happiness of the races that 
dwell within it and to develop and improve 
he? own polity, or will she make the first 
grand failure of the Anglo-Gaxon race in 
the government of inferior races? English- } 
men trust and believe that America will in 
the end choose the true path, but they are 
necessarily most anxlotis that at this the 
critical moment, the moment of the first 
step, America should make no false start. 
We do not seriously fear that Britain's anx- 
fety lest America shall negiect to take up 
her responsibilities is in any great danger 
of being misunderstood tn the States. 

Curtously enough, the ideal principle of 
colonial government was never better stated 
for popular use than by a great American— 
General Grant, Mr. Chamberlain quotes 
from General Grant a striking passage 
which, while describing our system of gov- 
erning dependencies, lays down the true sys 
tem: “ England governs her own colonies, 
and particularly those embracing the 
people of different races from her 
own, better than any ‘other nation. 
She is just to the conquered, but 
rigid. She makes them self-supporting, 
but gives the benefit of labor to the laborer. | 
She does not seem to look upon the colonies 
as outside possession® which she is at lib- 
erty to work for the support and aggrandize- 
ment of the home government."’ Grant, in 
fact, saw that mapas succeeds, and, we 
should add, only succeeds, because she has 
an ethical basis for her empire. 

No doubt the people of England do not 
realize this consciously, though they do un- 
consciously, when they say we must act just- 
ly and fairly to the empire. No doubt also 
we blundered into our system littie by little 
rather than set it up on abstract grounds. 
Still, the fact remains that what keeps our 
empire together, what gives us a really able 
body of administrators, what secures us 
from revolt, and what to a great extent 
ennobles our home politics, is the fact that 
‘the Interests of the governed "’ is our rule 
of empire. If America keeps that in mind 
the petty difficulties which shé now dreads 
will disappear. She will find the men—West 
Point at the beginning will give her plenty 
of good administrators—and she will find 
also that the government of dependencies 
will not corrupt, but tend/to purify, her home 
administration. 

We see that Mr. Carnegie is said to have 
declared to the President that India was 
the curse of England. No greater migtake 
could possibly be made, and none but a reck- 
less thinker would ever have made such a 
statement. India is a great, or, if you will, 
a terrific, responsibility, but who can say - 
that a man who accepts an onerous trust and 
carries it out faithfully is cursed thereby? 
Men are far more often cursed by the lack 
of responsibilities. They are “ drowned in 
security,” in their own material welfare, 
and in their want of real difficulties with 
which to grapple. Depend upon it, the men 
who have to deal with the terrible difficulties 
which the Indian government occasionally 
encounters are not made worse, but better, 
citizens thereby. 

With the allegation that an oversea em- 
pire would mean increased corruption in 
America Mr. Chamberlain @eale well. He

They need not be too proud 
to relearn the lesson from those they orig- 
inally taught.

MAROUISE DE FONTENOY'S LEPTER, 


(Copyright, 1898, by the Marquise de Fontenoy.| 

Foreed sorely against her will by the 
Kaiser to undertake thé long and arduous 
trip to China for political purposes at the 
shortest possible notice, Princess Henry of 
Prussia will be greeted on her arrival at 
Hongkong with the news that her eldest 
boy, Prince Waldemar, whom she was com- 
pelled to leave behind her at Kiel, has been 
so critically ill with diphtheria that at one 
moment his life was despaired of, and that 
Professor von Bergmann, the greatest of 
living surgeons on the continent of Europe, 
was summoned by special train fram Berlin 
to perform the operation of tracheotomy. 

The boy is now reported to be out of 
danger. But he had a narrow escape, and 
Princess Henry cannot but recall the fact 
that her mother, as well as a brother and a 
sister, died of this disease. 

Like all children specially afflicted by 
nature, Prince Waldemar has always been 
particularly dear to his parents, the other- 
wise bright and clever boy being both deaf 
and dumb, the result, it is to be feared; of the 
blood relationship between his parents, who 
like so many royal couples are first cousins. 

As soon as ever Princess Louis of Batten- 
berg, the eldest sister of Princess Henry, 
heard of the boy’s illness she hastened to 
his bedside, unmindful of the fact that she 
left behind her at Darmsadt her own family 
of young children. She could not bear the 
idea of her sister's boy being at such a mo- 
ment alone in the hands of strangers, no 
matter how devoted they were. 

It is said that the Kaiser likewise wished 
to go to his nephew's bedside, but that his 
physicians would not allow him to leave 
Berlin. At any rate he did not go, and this 
naturally serves to recall the fact that at the

FOUR BIG CHICAGO MANUFACTURERS 
‘FORM A COMBINE. 


Move Pats an End to the War That Has 
Been Waged On and O@ for Nearly a 
Year—Prices, It Is Said, Will Be 

“Regulated,” Not Advanced—large 

Buyers Not Friendly—To Cut Down 
| Bex Sale—New Company Now Doing 
 Buriness, 

The young man who buys his best girl 
ice cream hereafter will purchase a trust 
product. Local ice cream manufacturers 
havo joined the fast lengtheningetist of in- 
dustrial combines. The four principal con- 
cerns, which are said to control 90 per cent 
of the product, have turned their properties 
into the United Ice Cream company, capital 
stock $300,000, divided into $150,000 pre- 
ferred and $150,000 common stock, and the 
new company began business yesterday. 

The amalgamation includes the Collins, 
Bloch, Thompson, and Reld Ice Cream com- 
panies. It was made by purchase of these 
plants after the manner pursued by all the 
recently formed combines, big and little. 
Intense competition, the manufacturers say, 
brought about the combine after several 
attempts to effect it had falled. 

Little more than a year ago the rivalry 
between the manufacturers took the form 
of placing ice cream on the market in boxes, 
which were sold at drug stores all over town 
for 25 cents, After a while the fine boxes 
gave way to cheaper ones, and there was a 
difference, so buyers said, in the ice cream 
sold. Then negotiations for a cessation of 
hostilities began. They continued with 
varying results until within the last two or 
three weeks, when the combine was formed. 

The quantity of ice cream sold in Chicago 
is said to amount, approximately, to 750,000 
gallons yearly. This does not include quan- 
tities sold in the territory tributary to Chi- 
cago. Representatives of the new combine 
yesterday declined to say anything about 
a future policy as to prices, but it is stated 
that the 25-cent box if ice cream wilb not 
be distributed under the new order of things 
more than one day in the week. The large 
users of ice cream are said not to regard 
the new combine with kindly eyes, but the 
latter’s representatives say prices will not 
be advanced, but only “ regulated.”’

electric lights, as explained previously in 
THE TRIBUNE. | 
After an explanation of the project by 
Mr. Maugham and a protracted discus- 
sion, a committee of six was appointed to 
take the matter before the other roads of

JUSTICE COURT EVILS. 


Advoeates’of the calling of a constitution- 
al convention to prepare a new organic law 
' for the State of Illinois got a setback yester- 
day in the report of the sudcommittee ap- 
pointed at a recent meeting called by the 
Civic federatiom te consider the subject and 
set forth the reasons why such a convention 
should be held. 
‘ The subcommittee, which is to report to 
‘an adjourned meeting on Friday, having ex- 
‘amined the matter, instead of framing rea- 
| gons why a convention should be called has 
determined none is necessary and has so 
‘get out the situation in its report. This feel- 
ting is based om the conclusion that a great 
many matters urged as reasons for calling a 
convention can be cured by action of the 
Legislature, while others, which would need 
‘@ revision of the constitution, either can 
be reached by constitutional amendments or 


confront a lack of sufficient unanimity 


among the people as regards the necessity 
for a change to warrant the calling of a con- 


vention, for the purpose. 
Text of the Report. 


The report follows: 
To John 8. Miller, Chairman, and Members of 


the Committee on Constitutional Convention— 
Your subcommittee, appointed to prepare wg Larel 


dress Javoring a constitutional convention, 
mits the following report: 

Bearing in mind the sense of the meeting which 
appointed your committee to the effect that any 
address favoring a constitutional convention ought 
to set forth the leadirg particulars in which the 
present constitution should be changed, your com- 
mittee requested its members and others to pre- 
gent to the committee their suggestions. In pur- 
guance of this request, many suggestions have 
, been received and considered by the committee. 

Some of there suggestions are of the first im- 
portance and such as should command the at- 
tention of a convention; others are of less impor- 
tance, and such as would naturally be considered 
by the. convention if one is called, but are not 
of such importance as to demand the holding of 
such a convention. ‘The greater number of sub- 
jects suggested are proper subjects of legislation, 
Dut would have no proper place in a constitution. 

The committee takes it for granted that any 
_@@mand for a revision of the constitution which 
will be likely to have weight with the Legislature 
must be based, for the most part, upon such de- 
sirable changes as will affect the entire State; 
‘in other words, that changes which will be lim- 
‘$ted in their effect to particular localities would 


* hardly be sufficient to command the requisite at- 


tention: that it will be insisted that these local 
changes can be brought about with sufficient 
rapidity by amendments, which can be 

through the Legislature. 

Of the suggestions affecting the entire State 
may be mentioned the subject of revenue; the 
power of the Legislature to create several munici- 
palities covering the same territory, each having 


. the power to create municipal indebtedness, levy 


taxes, etc.;: the jury system, civil service, and 
home rule and referendum in the government es- 


_ Pecially of cities. The consolidation of the Su- 


preme Court, which has heretofore been urged, 
has been substantially covered by legislation. The 


_*@ourt has been consolidated. 


: Changes Affecting Chicago. 
‘among the suggestions more especially affecting 
Ch and Cook County is the abolition of the 


offices of Justices of the Peace and Police Magis- 


trates, and the creation in their place of district 
courts with salaried Judges and clerks, and the 
abolition of the present fee system; consolidation 
of the city and county governments in Chicago: 
and perhaps an entire change in the government of 
the rest of the county. 

As to the changes affecting the entire State, the: 
most important one is the matter of revenue. In- 
asmuch as it is thought by the friends of the new 
revenue law that if it is enforced it will remedy 
most, if not gli, of the evils heretofore complained 
of, and inasmuch as this new law remains to be 
trfed, the committee is of the opinion that it would 
beunwise to propose any change in the revenue 
article of the constitution at the present time, and 
eo far as that matter is concerned, that the present 
time is not oportune for its consideration by a con- 
stitutional convention. Should the new revenue 
law prove a failure, the time will have arrived 
when a constitutional convention will be demanded 
by the entire State, and the subject will be ripe 

for action. 

As to the other subjects mentioned of State wide 
interest, they are still under discussion. Public 
sentiment has not reached that point which will 
justify the belief that the convention would be 
prepared to act upon them. What. for instance, 
should take the place of the present restrictions 
With reference to the creation of municipalities 
and their powers of taxation, creating indebted- 

$s, etc., and upon what new principle should the 
ebarters of cities proceed? What of home rule and 
referendum as applied to them? Are the people 
Teady at the present time to crystallize public sen- 
Riment upon thesse matters? 


Remedies in Constitution.

WAR IN EAST-BOUND PASSENGER 
RATES IS IMMINENT. 


Clashing Between the Baltimore and 
Ohio and the Pennsylvania Lines 
Likely to Result in a Reduction of 
Fares from Chicago to New York— 
Illinois Central Secures an Option 
on Property Preliminary to Enter- 
ing Omaha. 


Never before have the relations between 
the passenger departments of the Eastern 
roads been so strained as at present and it 
is hardly possible that a serious rate war 
can be averted. The differential rate ques- 
tion has been the prime factor in bringing 
about the present state of affairs, but lately 
other complications have arisen which great- 
ly aggravate the situation. 

The main canflict is between the Pennsy!- 
vania and Baltimore and Ohio railroads. A 


ized reduction in the passenger rates east 
of Pittsburg. This induced the Pennsylva- 
nia to issue a notice authorizing a stopover 
of ten days at Washington on all through 
tickets. The ire.of the Baltimore and Ohio 
was still further aroused yesterday by the 
nnouncement of the Pennsylvania that it 


to Washington on tickets via Washington 
to Philadelphia and New York. This reduces 
the raie about $2 and wipes out the differ- 
ential heretofore enjoyed by the Baltimore 
and Ohio. The latter will probably retaliate 
by making an open reduction in the rate from 
Chicago to New York. 

In any event an open reduction in the pas- 
senger fare from Chicago to New York and 
other Eastern points cannot well be averted. 
Most of the east-bound tickets sold in this 
city are sold by scalpers at a rate of from 
$10 to $12, which is little more than a half 
rate. Scalpers could not sell tickets at such 
rates and get enough of them unless they 
were furnished them by the railroads. The 
cutting is done through the scalpers to pre- 
vent am open rate war as long as possible. 


Illinois Central to Enter Omaha. 

All doubts regarding the Illinois Central's 
entrance int» Omaha have been removed by 
recent real estate transactions in that city. 
The company has obtained an option on a 
considerable block of ground in South Oma- 
ha, east of the present Union Pacific tracks, 
running in an easterly direction from Sum- 
mit to the Union Stock-Yards. A contract 
has already been signed by the Ilinois 
Central to use the new passenger station be- 
ing erected by the Union Pacific, and the use 
of the Union Pacific terminals to South 
Omaha is accepted as a matter of course. 
All signs point toward a close alliance be- 
tween the two roads when the Illinois Central 
extends its lines into Omaha.

Merging of Three Northern Branches 
Which Will Give a Route into 
Chicago. 


New York, Dec.'20.—President A. E. Stil- 
well of the Kansas City, Pittsburg and Gulf, 
said today that arrangements have been con- 
cluded for a consolidation of the company’s 
three northern branches, the Kansas City 
and Northern, connecting the Omaha, Kan-2 
sas City and Eastern, and the Omaha and 
St. Louis. 

The consolidation will probably be known 
as the Chicago, Kansas City and Gulf. 

Trackage rights will be obtained over 
roads entering Chicago, so that only fifteen 
miles of new track will have to be built.

TELLER ON EXPANSION. 


SENATOR SAYS THERE ARE NO RE- 
STRICTIONS UPON ANNEXATION, 


Declares He Would Encourage Natives 
in Self-Government—Reads Letter 
in Which Dewey Said Filipinos Can 
Be Easily Governed—House Listens 
to First Speech on Expansion, Made 
by Williams of Mississippi—Nicara- 
gua Canal Bill Discussed Again. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 20.—Senator Teller 
occupied the¢first half of today’s session of 
the Senate with a speech in advocacy of the 
theory that there are no restrictions upon 
the right of the United States to expand its 
borders so as to include far distant territory. 
He said he would encourage self-govern- 
ment among the islanders and would give 
them the most liberal government which 
they were capable of conducting, but that 
he would not take down the American flag 
where once placed. The remainder of the 
session was given up to the Nicaragua 
Canal bill. Senator Caffery was the only 
speaker on this subject and he opposed the 
Morgan bill. 

Referring to the territory acquired during 
the recent war, Mr. Teller said: 

‘* We have already acquired this territory. 
We need no treaty with Spain to confirm 
our right to it,”’ 

Mr. Teller thought it a duty of our people 
and legislators to keep in mind constantly 
the great principle upon which this govern- 
ment is founded, that the just powers ofa 
government are derived from the consent of 
the governed. He said he would ask the 
people of the Philippines what they wanted 
in the way of government and give it to 
them. The sooner the people governed them- 
selves the better. He believed the people of 
Luzon capable of self-government. 

Mr. Teller read a letter from’ Admiral 
Dewey saying that the people of the Phil- 
ippines can be easily governed. He also 
rehd a portion of a letter from an army 
officer to the same effect. 

In Admiral Dewey's letter he said that he 

had not the slightest difficulty in dealing 
with the Filipinos. 
' Mr. Gallinger. [N. H.] favorably reported 
Mr. Proctor’s resolution providing for a 
committee of Senators to visit Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 

A bill authorizing General A. E. Bates of 
the United States army to accept the deco- 
ration of the Legion of Honor conferred 
upon him by the President of the French 
republic was passed. 

At 2 o'clock the Nicaraguan Canal bill was 
taken up and Mr. Caffery addressed the 
Senate. 

He declared the enterprise under the bill 
was in violation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, in contravention of the concession 
from the isthmian countries, and in opposi- 
tion to our ownconstitution. 

Without having concluded his remarks, 
Mr. Caffery at 4:10 p. m. yielded to Mr. 
Gallinger, and on his motion the Senate 
went into executive session. 

The House today listened to the first 
speech on the subject of the annexation of 
the Philippines. Mr. Williams of Mississippi, 
a Democratic member of the Foreign Affairs 
committee, in an hour’s speech, stated his 
opposition to a policy which would bring the 
islands under the sphere of United Siates 
influence. He contended that it would be 
hostile io the spirit of our institutions to as- 
sume contrvl over 9,000,000 unwilling sub- 
jects, that annexation wouid cost us $140,- 
000,000 a year; that the annexation of the 
islands met none of the tests which applied 
to our past acquisitions of territory and 
would be a mistake from a social, political, 
and material standpoint. 

The agricultural appropriation bill was 
passed without material amendment. It 
carried $3,606,322, or $187,120 more than the 
current law. 

Mr. Cannon called up the conference re- 
port on the army and navy deficiency bill 
and moved its adoption. 


Mr. De Armond [| Dem., Mo.] asked whether | 


the reappropriation of the balance of the 
$50,000,000 would in any way sanction or 
authorize the payment out of that fund of 
2100,000 each to Whitelaw Reid and Judge 
Day for services as Peace Commissioners. 

Mr. Cannon egaid this reappropriation made 
no change authorizing such an expendilure. 
The report was adopted. 

The House went into committee of the 

whole on the agricultural appropriation bill. 
The provision inserted in the bill to be used 
as a means of retaliating against Germany 
and other countries was passed. The bill 
was passed without further amendment. 
- Resolutions were adopted directing the 
Secretary of War to furnish a survey and 
estimate of the cost of enlarging the cast 
channel of New York harbor from the Nar- 
rows to the sea to a depth of thirty-five feet 
and a width of 1,000 feet; also to furnish 
estimates for the improvement of the harbor 
at Racine, Wis.; dredging Cleveland har- 
bor, Kenosha, Wis., and the Ohio River at 
Cincinnati. At 35 o’clock the House ad- 
journcd. 


DRAINAGE BOARD FIGHT ENDS. 


Legal Contests with the Canal Commis- 
sioners Settled by Filing Agree- 
ment in Court. 


The legal contest between the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal commission and the Chicago 
Sanitary District came to a close at 4:30 
p. m. yesterday when the agreement made 
in Chicago on Dec. 14 was filed in Judge 
Small’s court in Joliet. 

This agreement gives the Sanitary District 
its right of way through Joliet, the district 
to pay the canal commissioners $20,000, This 
amount was asked for by the commissioners 
to pay the costs of the various suits brought 
against them. The money was paid in court 
to Treasurer Ryan of the cana! commission 
by Clerk Haas of the Drainage board. 

With the agreement a petition was filed, 


asking the court to modify the Nilscher de-— 


cree of Oct. 28, 1898. Plans accompanied the 
agreement giving a general outline of the 
work at Joliet. No farther litigation is 
expected between the two bodies. The ap- 
peal from the Hilscher decree which was 
taken by the Drainage board was dismissed 
on the return of Attorney P. C. Haley from 

Springfield. 

Members of the Drainage board last night 
said that several thousand men would be at 
work on sections 17 and 18 within a month 
and the work would be pushed as rapidly as 
possible and completed by next October. It 
is proposed to erect electric light wires along 
the channel through Joliet to have 5,000 men 
working days and an equal number on the 
night turn. 

The original plans from the controlling 
works in Lockport to the upper basin in 
Jolet have beem changed somewhat. Just 
below the controlling works the channel will 
cut across the river, and at the upper pool, 
west of the prison, the channel, the river, 
and the Ilinois and Michigan Canal will 
be one and the same. 


THUG WAYLAYS EVANSTON GIRL 
15-Year-Old 


Miss Nellie Anthony, 


Daughter of a State Senator, At- - 


tacked by a a Highwayman. 


Miss Nellie Anthony, the 15-year-old 
daughter of State Senator Charles E. An- 
thony, 225 Hamilton street, Evanston, was 
attacked by a highwayman last evening and 
badly bruised by a blow froma billy. Her 
assailant escaped and has not been arrested. 

The girl was carrying home for her father 
a pair of trousers from a tailor shop in 
Dempster street. As she passed the end of 
a dark alley that lies between Judson and 
Chicago avenues she was attacked from 
behind and was struck a hard blow on the 
right side of the head. She staggered and 
would have fallen, but the thug caught 
her and attempted to drag her into the al- 
ley.

Lena Hecker, Who, the Detectives Say, 
Could Aid Them, Is Located in 
Michigan—George Demmer Held as 
a Witness. 


The silence of Michael Emil Rollinger, 
suspected of the murder of his wife, may 
lead to the disinterment gf the body of Mrs. 
Rollinger. The police say there was a ring 
on the woman's hand which will be neces- 
sary for identification. The upper part of 
the body was so burned that it wouid be 
impossible fo identify it without the ring. 

Lena Hecker, who worked for Rollinger 
fur several years, is still a puzzling factor. 
The girl was expected in the city yesterday 
from West Olive, Mich., but she did not ar- 
rive. It is thought that Lena Hecker can 
shed light on the case. If she does not comé 
to Chicago the police wilt be sent after her. 
A letter from her to the accused man was 
secured by the police yesterday. Lieuten- 
ant Stift said the man passed himself off as 
a single inan. 

George Demmer, 606 Mildred avenue, was 
taken into custody ‘by the police during the 
day as a witness in the case. Demmer was 
formerly a business partner of Rollinger in 
the Milwaukee avenue restaurant. Several 
days ago it is alleged that Demmer talled 
upon the sister of Lena Hecker and told her 
to wri.e Lena not to come to Chicago. 

“I am of the opinion that this Hecker 
woman can tell the whole story,’’ said Cap- 
tain Revere. “ It is probable that Rollinger 
had hopes of marrying her and that she 
thought him a single man. We will find her 
before long.”’ 

Rollinger still denies all accusations 
brought against him, but the police think he 
will break down when confronted with Lena
